Washington. Dec. 24.—A ' rumor 


gained currency here today that Pres- 
ident Madriz, of Nicaragua, had re- 
signed. 
Efforts to tracu its source 


proved unavailing, although the repre- 
sentatives of tho Estrada party In this 
city had written word to the same ef- 
fect. They, however, vouchsafe noth- 
ing definite nor could the other Cen- 
tral American diplomats. 


The only bit of news from Nica- 


rauga received at1 the state department 
1 this morning came from Consul Cal- 


dcra at Managua. The telegram stat- 
ed that Madriz was organizing a cab- 
inet made up of liberals and conserva- 
tives, mostly 
from 
Leon, his home 


city.

This is assumed to mean that Mad- 


rlz is making an effort to carry water 
on both shoulders with the probability 
that he will meet with catastrophe. ' 


Estrada, It Is believed here, is re- 


organizing his army with a view pre- 
paratory to taking up the march west- 


«•' ward over the mountains to Managua. 


Tfiat he will have little opposition is 
generally believed and there are Indi- 
cations that a'considerable percentage 
of, the prisoners 'taken at Rama will 
subscribe to the' 'oath of allegiance to

Testimony of Barrili is Said

Xew York, Dec. 24.—The Explorers' 


club this 
afternoon accepted 
by a. 


unanimous vote the report of its com- 
mittee which Investigated Dr. F. A. 
Cook's Mount McKinley claims, and he 
was expelled from membership. 


The report was accepted 
without 


discussion und the motion to expel Dr. 
Cook from membership in the club was 
passed by all of the members rising 
and solemnly bowing their heade. 
It 


was the llrst time that any member 
had been so dishonored. 


The club reported thac after an ex- 


haustive investigation It failed to find 
any evidence that will support Dr. 
Cook's claim of having reached the 
summit of the great Alaska peak. 


The committee in its report said 


that it had made every effort to secure 
•Information from Dr. Cook on the Mt. 
McKinley expedition 
and 
that Dr. 


Cook appeared before the committee 
on Oct. 17 and promised to submit 
data, and other Information, which he 
failed .to do, and that the committee 
believes that he purposely disappeared. 


The committee states that it exam- 


ined Edward Barrlll, the guide who 
was with Dr. Cook on his expedition, 
and also took the testimony of the 
packer, Frederick Prlntz, but that in 
reaching its verdict, the 
committee 


threw out the testimony of Barrili and 
Printz in view of the possibility that 
their testimony might be.questioned. 


Based on Scientific Testimony. 


The 
committee 
says 
its 
report 


against Dr. Cook is based entirely on 
scientific testimony.
